TRAGEDY ON LAKE. 


One Vessel Rammed by Another Goes 
te Bottom, 

The steamer Frank H, Goodyear 
has been rammed and sunk ip, Lake 
Michigan, off Port Huron, by the 
steamer James B. Wood, Bighteen of 
the crew of twenty were drowned. * 

The Goodyear belonged to John 
Mitchell, of Cleveland, while the 
James B. Wood is owned by the Gil 
christ Transportation Company, 

The Goodyear, under Captain Harry 
Stewart, was a steel] steamer of 53438 
tons, built in 1902, The Wood is a 
larger vessel, of 5,744 tons and 514 
feet long, against the Goodyear's 416 
teet, 

The disaster is one of the worst 
on the lakes im recent years, The 
Goodyear went down with only a few 
minutes for the crew to attempt to 
save themselves. 

Rammed squarely, a great hole was 
torn in her, through which the water 
poured at a rate which would have 
filled her in a short time, The careen- 
ing of the smashed vessed brought 
her deck under water, The Wood 
stood by putting out small boats, but 
the other vessel went down so rapidly 
that little attempt could be made to 
get her lifeboats from the davits. 

The men of the Goodyear leaped 
into the water, struggling to reach 
the boats of the sound vessel, but 
were swept away in some instances 
and in others sucked down by the 
pull of the sinking vessel or beaten 
with bits of debris and sent to the 


bottom unconscious, Several of the’ 


men were trapped aboard the Good- 
year. For some ‘time the Wood 
crufsed about fn the rescue work, 
After a short while other ships 
were attracted to the scene and aided 


in the hunt.
